FIRST BILLIONAIRE EXPECTS TO REACH 100 $s 


Reaches His 90th Birthday} 


Tarrytown, N. Y., July 7.—(Unit- 
ed News.)—Here in these quiet hills 
which roll down to the banks of the 
lazy, blue Hudson river, John OD. 
Rockefeller tomorrow will pass his 
ninetieth. birthday. 

The world over, it will be remarked, 
as it was upon his 89th, his 88th, 
his SSth and his SOth, that the first 
man to amass a billion dollars, and 
who in his sixties was expected to 
die soon from the strain of it all, is 
reaching out toward the century mark 
which Dr. H. F. Bigger, his per- 
sonal physician, once predicted for 
| him. 

But to Rockefeller himself his nine- 
tieth birthday comes as just another 
day in the 365 which go to make a 
year, made notable only by the op- 
portunity it gives him to surround 
himself by his family, his grandchil- 
dren and their children, and pass a 
pleasant day. 

_ Grateful for Kindnesses. 

His only recognition of the pub- 
lic’s interest in the fact that the day 
marks his stretching of the Scriptural 
threescore and ten years allotment 
of life into fourscore and ten, was 
the issuance of a little birthday state- 
ment which said: 

“I have every reason to be grateful 
on my ninetieth birthday. Everybodv 
has been so kind and good to me all 
the year. With perfect health and 
full of hope and cheer for the future, 
I have nothing but kindness and good 
will for everybody.” 

A person closely associated with 
rockefeller explained that. the man 
who was famous as the oil king - of 
old, attaches no significance to 
coming 90 years of age. 

“Tt means little to him that he is 
90 years old,” this associate said. “He 
is just living on and on, without 
thought of birthdays, the passing of 
time, or of growing old. He just 
goes on.”

An hour's 
nap: before lunch concludes the morn- 
ing program, Members of the imme- 
diate family will be present . 
which Rockefeller is said to enjoy 
immensely. He eats almost as_ he 
pleases, both as to quantity and qual- 
ity. Strawberry shortcake and soft- 
shelled crabs are among his favorite 
dishes. ‘Tomatoes and cucumbers are 
among the few things~he never eats. 

No Band This Year. 

Then there will be a _ brief rest 
and an automobile ride. Members 
of his family will accompany him and 
he probably will use a big, open tour- 
ing car, made hy Henry ‘Ford, which 
is said to be his favorite motor, The 
ride will carry him over 40 or 50 
miles of Westchester county roads, 
although he could take, if he desired, 
quite a comfortable trip and never 
leave his own estate. 

Returning late in the afternoon he 
will rest and await dinner, which 
will be served at 7:30 p. m. with 
only the immediate family as guests. 

The evening will be spent quietly 
with the family.

ARSON CHARGED 
IN POWERS CASE 


Burnham, Held as’ Wit- 
ness in Murder Trial, 
Accused of Burning 
Landlady’s Auto. 


Macon, Ga., July 7.—(#)—Solicitor- 
General Charles H. Garrett announced 
today that a charge of arson has been 
preferred against Claude P, Burn- 
ham, 27, Jacksonville (Fla.) printer, 
in. prison here as a material witness 
against Mrs. Sarah E. Powers, 71- 
year old boarding housekeeper, who is 
accused of being an accessory before 
the fact in the murder of James W. 
Parks, victim of an alleged “insurance 
plot.” 

The solicitor-general said the charge 
grew out of the burning of an auto- 
mobile, owned by Mrs. Powers and was 
based on her statement that Burnham 
Was in possession of the car at the 
time of the fire. 

Burnham was quoted as denying 
that he was in Macon when the car 
was burned or that he was in collu- 
sion with Mrs. Powers to destroy the 
vehicle in order that she might col- 
lect insurance on it.

The solicitor-general declared that 
Burnham, who formerly resided at 
the home of Mrs. Powers, claims that 
two attempts were made to kill him 
after the aged woman had taken out 
a $10,000 insurance policy on his life.

FRENCH CONTINUE 
FFFORT 10 EVADE 
PAYMENT OF DEBT 


Enlist War Veterans in 
Effort To Prevent Adop- 
tion of U.S. Debt Accord 
Without Safety Clause. 


Paris, July 7.—(?)—Frustrated in 
their attempt to overthrow Premicr 
Poincare in parliament on Friday, op- 
ponents of the Mellon-Berenger accord 
who were victorious by a slight mar- 
gin in the finance and foreign affairs 
committees, today continued their 
propaganda against ratification with- 
out a safeguard clause. 

They have put organizations of war 
yeterans to the front in the political 
battle just as military leaders did in 
war-time. 

A general meetin, of the Croix de 
Feu (Cross of Fire) associations to- 
day adopted an order of ine doy pledg- 
ing themselyes to combat ratification 
of the Mellon-Berenger accord unless 
it carries a specific safeguard clause 
that France is not to pay the United 


States until she has been paid herself 
by Germany. 
Stage Manifestation. 


The veterans at the conclusion of 
their meeting staged a manifestation 
which they described as “intended to 
obliterate any character of ingratitude 
toward American war veterans from 
our declaration.” 

The French veterans marched to 
the monument to American soldiers in 
the place Des Etat-Unis and placed 
there a wreath inscribed “Glorious 
American soldiers fallen on the soil 
of France, ‘you did net die for that.’ ” 
It was explained that the word “that” 
referred to the Mellon-Berenger ac- 
cord. 

Meanwhile, the government stood 
soldly behind Premier Poincare on 
his decision that ratification must be 
voted without reservations in the text 
of the bill. The eabinet will stand 
or fall upon unreserved ratification. 

Several members of the cabinet ad- 
vocate a method by which the bill 
would be one of internal policy in 
character, calling for this clause: 

Text of Clause. 

“All payments to be made to the 
United States on the Mellon-Berenger 
settlement must be taken from _ re- 
ceipts in the French budget growing 
out of reparations payments under 
the Young plan.” 

A draft of this bill has already 
heen drawn up by Deputy Jacques 
Sternn, reporter for the committee on 
foreign affairs, and has the approval 
of the cabinet. 

The ministers feel that this bill, 
if voted in the chamber and senate 
and signed by President Doumergue 
as budgetary measure, would have the 
force of law in France and could not 
be objected to by Washington. 

It is now certain that debate on 
ratification in the chamber cannot 
begin on July 9, but it is reported 
that the cabinet has decided to force 
the issue by interpellations on July 
12 before the finance and foreign 
affairs committees can present their 
reports on July 16

Ships Collide 65 Miles Off 
Boston in Dense Fog; 
All Are Saved as Vessels 
Float. 


Boston, July 7.—(United News.)— 
More than 400 lives were imperilled 
early today when the _ steamship 
Prince George and the coast guard 
cutter Agassiz cfashed in a dense fog 
about 60 miles off Boston light. 

Neither ship sank, but the Prince 
George was so seriously damaged that 
its 249 passengers were transferred 
to the Agassiz, which was found to 
be the more seaworthy of the two 
craft after the accident. 

Loud in their praise of the coast- 
guardsmen who rescued them, the pas- 
sengers of the crippled steamer were 
landed at one of the Eastern Steam- 


ship company’s wharves here at 3:50. 


p. m. by the coast guard cutter Mo- 
jave, which, with the destroyer Wain- 
wright, had responded to calls for as- 
sistance. 

Shortly before the passengers had 
been transferred from the Agassiz to 
the Mojave to expedite their removal 
to Boston. 

The Prince George, a 3.372-ton pas- 
senger steamer, owned by the Bos- 
ton and Yarmouth Steamship com- 
pany, was en route from Yarmouth, 

N. S., to this city at the time of the 
collision. 

According to preliminary reports, 
the Agassiz, on rum patrol duty, 
crashed into the Prince George's bow 
while cruising through a heavy blan- 
ket of fog. The accident occurted at 
6 a. m., about four hours before the 
steamer was to have landed its pas- 
sengers in Boston, 

Most of the passengers were asleep 
at the time. Some were hurled from 
their bunks and nearly all reported 
that a terrific shock was felt as the 
crash occurred. One woman said she 
thought the boat had run into a

“As little as tue farmer will get 
out of the farm relief measure, he 
vill get still less out of the tariff 
| bill, unless the senate rewrites the 
bill which passed the house. Indeed, 
under that bill the farmer gets less 
than nothing. The net result is a 
heavy increase in the tariff burdens 
he is now bearing. The democrats 
made a strong fight in the senate to 
confine the pending tariff revision to 
agriculture, except in cases of mani- 
fest emergency.

as we were hastily dressing a member 


of the crew came to the stateroom and 
ordered us to take life preservers and 
go on deck, but not to be alarmed. 

“On deck we saw men, women and 
children, some clad in pajamas, some 
half-dressed, and others fully-dressed, 
and carrying baggage. All had on 
life preservers. 

“There was terrible excitement for 
a few minutes. But much of this was 
allayed by the coolness of the crew. 
We passengers were assured that 
everything would be O. K. 

“At a distance of what seemed to be 
only a few yards, we could see the 
Agassiz. The fog was very thick, and 
even at this short distance it was im- 
possible to see the other boat clearly. 

“Pretty soon the Agassiz drew along- 


side, and two gangplanks were placed |. 


from our ship to the coast guard boat. 
Double lines of passengers were form- 
ed on all decks, with women and chil- 
dren first and then the men. 

“Perfect order prevailed while the 
transfer took place. This required 
nearly an hour and a half. 

“The words, ‘Women and children 
first,’ echoed often as the passengers 
were being transferred. The coast guard 
crew must have been well drilled for 
just such an emergency, because the 
rescue was effected like clockwork. 

“Their courage, skill and gentleman- 
ly actions were a credit to the service. 

“The cutter’s crew couldn’t do too 
much for us—especially the women 
and children. who were taken below 
in the Agassiz and given blankets and 
ber aga milk. It was very damp and 
cold. 

“Later the commanding officer of 
the Agassiz provided those rescued 
with Lot coffee, tea and sandwiches.” 

The near-tragedy was seen in an- 
other light by the Misses Malva Mac- 
Neill and Helen McCarthy, both of 
Roxbury, and also among the passen- 
gers. They complained, on their ar- 
rival here, that men had grabbed the 
life preservers and that for some time 
many of the women passengers had 
Leen unable to cbtain any. 

Some of the staterooms were a foot 


deep with water, according to Mrs. B.. 


R. Mosher, of North Billerica, anoth- 
er of those rescued. She, too, praised 


the coast guards of the Agassiz. At no 
time, she declared, were the passen- 
gers in any real danger. 

It was the consensus of shipping 
men here that only the extraordinary 
calmness of the sea prevented a Cisas- 
ter.

the Carolinas. The giving up of this 
work was a major factor in his con- 
sideration of the offer and according 
to his own statements his devotion to 
the church which he was instrumen- 
tal in bringing to a dominating posi- 
tion decided the issue in favor “of the 
pulpit. 

During the years of Dr. Broughton’s 
absences from Atlanta the church was 
successively under the direction of 
several pastors, the last of whom was 
Dr. Will H. Houghton who resigned 
his post last January 1 to enter the 
evangelistic field. Since that time the 
Rev. Ralph E. Stewart has been act- 
ing pastor and he will continue in this 
capacity until Dr. Broughton is able 
to take charge. 

In his sermon on the DePriest af- 
fair Dr. Broughton prefaced his re- 
marks by condemning the democrats 
who have criticised the president's 
wife and then proceeded to a vigorous 
condemnation of DVePriest’s speeches 
on the matter. 

In particular he condemned De- 
Priest for saying that he would make 
no effort to see that the eighteenth 
amendment is enforced until the thir- 
teenth, fourteenth and fifteenth also 
are enforced, to “assure the negro 
of his civil and political rights.” Dr. 
Broughton then expressed approval 
of segregation and the way in which 
the south looks at the above mention- 
ei amendments and concluded with a 
warning to southern negroes not to 
take DePriest’s utterances too literal- 
ly lest they “bring down on their 
own heads a calamity, from which, 
perhaps, they will never recover.” 

tter of Acceptance. 

Dr. Broughton’s letter of acceptance 


follows: 
“July 7, 1929. 

“Mr. George P. Whitman, chairman 
pulpit committee, Tubernacle Baptist 
church, Atlanta, Ga.—My dear Mr. 
Whitman: Just three weeks ago today, 
after following the prescribed proced- 
ure, your great church honored me with 
a call to its pastorate, to succeed my 
personal friend, and your beloved for- 
mer pastor, Dr. Will H. Houghton, 
who wrought so well among you dur- 
ing his ministry here. 

“Tt is needless that I say to you 
that I greatly appreciate your action, 
I would be entire%y bereft of human 
sensibilities if I were not to treasure 
this great compliment. It is a_ rare 
thing for one to be called back to a 
church of which he has once been 
pastor, after a lapse of 17 years; 
but since you and I have always been 
regarded as belonging to that group 
known as “a pec uliar. people,” the ac- 
tion may not be looked upon with 
s‘ocking amazement. 

“iis being the third time I have 
been called back to the tabernacle 
since I left it tv become pastor of 
Christ church, London, you can ima- 
gine something of the depth of feel- 
ins which I have had in giving this 


call my most serious and prayerful : 


consideration. I love Atlanta, and I 
am devoted to this church. I would 
hardly know how to treat with my- 
self with Atlanta, the tabernacle, and 
Atlanta friends generally left out. 
Many years ago, God gave me a 
vision for this church. The fruit of 
it. widely divers'‘ied ministry is found 
in every section of our country, and 


I am profoundly convinced that in 
many ways the future of the church is 
rreater than its past. 

“Many problems have entered into 
my consideration of the responsible 


position you have offerea we. These 
have been carefully gone over with 
the duly appointed committee on de- 
tails of arrangements. It is of course 
understood that the situations we find 
ourselves in are not just as they once 
were. I trust that both you and I 
have grown and made progress in 
our conceptions; furthermore, the con- 
ditions that confront us are not as 
they once were; therefore, we are not 
to look for an exact repetition of the 
type of work that we once did to- 
gether, but to a program that is 
adapted to present needs and circum- 
stances. In order to do ‘this it is 
necessary that I should have assist- 
ance sufficient to carry out the de- 
tuiled work involved. At present this 
will include the following full-time 
helpers: a pastor’s assistant, my per- 
sonal secretary, the office secretary 
and a woman secretary of religious ed- 
ucation. After talking with your com- 
mittee in the utmost frankness about 
these matters, and other esseztial de- 
tails, they assured me that I am given 
a perfectly free hand in selecting work- 
ers and in directing the affairs- of 
the church. 
Urges Bible Conference. 

“Two of the things that have ex- 
ercised me largely in my considera- 
tion are: 

“First—The revival of the old-time 
tabernacle Bible conference of an in- 
terdenominational character, keyed to 
four definite lines of teaching: (a) 
The full and complete inspiration of 
the Scriptures; (b) world-wide evan- 
gelism; (c) the definite baptism of 
the Holy Spirit for service; (d) the 
pre-millenial coming and _ reign of 
Christ. 

“Second—The renewal, as soon as 
possible, of the old-time tabernacle 
series of mission stations, in most 
needed districts, for evangelistic and 
social service. It will be remembered 
that at one time the church operated 
ten such stations in this city. 

‘“‘All these mattefs have been care- 
f.lly prayed through, and with my 
heart perfectly open, and my mind 
free, and so far as I know with noth- 
ing standing between me and God, I 
feel an overwhelming conviction that 
I should accept your call, which I now 
do, with the understanding that Il 
am to have a complete leave of ab- 
sence from all duties pertaining to 
the pastorate until September 15, in 
order that I may fill certain engage 
ments which can not be displaced, 
and at the same time get an amount 
of needed rest for the work when we 
enter upon it. 

“In the line of work I have been 
following, I have engagements made 
far into the future. Many of these 
will have to be cancelled; but some 
of them I shall fill, as I shall con- 
tinue to do a certain amount of out- 
side evangelistic and Bible conference 
work. This is necessary for my own 
spiritual experience, and also helpful 
to you, but will never at any time 
be allowed to handicap our work here 
at the church. I shall take two 
months’ vacation in the summer or 
so much of it as is necessary. This 
and everything else to be determined 
by circumstances. 

“In accepting this pastorate, I wish 
to seriously impress you with the 
fact that I feel my utter dependence 
upon God for grace, wisdom and 


power to guide us in the most helpful 
way, and I earnestly desire your ay ie- | 
pathy, prayers, and full co-operation 
in all the programs and policies that 
we shall unitedly enter upon for the 
future on-going of the church.

TOM LOVE’S OLD LOVE. 

The stormy petrel of Texas poli- 
tics, State Senator Tom Love, for- 
mer democfatic national committee- 
man of the state, is not making the 
mistake that Bishop Cannon is mak- 
ing in Virginia. Senator Love led 
the anti-Smith revolt in Texas and

COUPLE OF FORMER TEACHERS 
CHIME IN. 


A reader writes: 


I am glad you take the children's 
part on the question of leaving the 
classroom when necessary. My hus- 
band and I heartily indorse your at- 
titude as both of our children suf- 
fered in their earlier school years from 
this cause and still feel the bad @ffects 
from it. I made repeated visits to the 
school and found the principal always 


such an offense to ask to leave the 
room that sensitive children would 
not face the risk of sarcasm or ridi- 
cule or other punishment. I know the 
need: of keeping order, for I taught 
in both publie and private schools for 
several years before my marriage. Yet 
I believe teachers should consider the 
importance of this matter from the 
physician’s and parent’s standpoint. 


And of course, from the pupil’s 
standpoint, too. 


Then another letter came along 
about the same time. It reads: 

I find you are again heaping an- 
thema upon school teachers. I do not 
know what you have against them, 
but I have never discovered any sym- 
pathy with them in your column.

It seems to me I am 
well qualified to speak on the subject 
aS you are....

Teachers who de- 
light to send the pupil home with a 
barrel of homework to pick over every 
night often take refuge in the argu- 
ment that the hard stint serves’ to 
keep the children from running the 
streets or getting into mischief—a 
pretty sorry compliment to the par- 
ents and the home atmosphere. 


Certainly I know children will take 
advantage of a privilege sometimes. 
That, however, is an inadequate ex- 
cuse fof inflicting an injustice on all 
children. Your little granddaughter 
would not take advantage of such a 
privilege, I fancy. And probably there 
are many others like her in the room 
or in the school. It is quite likely that 
some difficulty will be met with when 
the unjust rule is first repealed, for 
the children lave been unfairly treat- 
el and naturally some of them will 
abuse the lib.rty. This difficulty is 
best avoided by not inflicting the ab- 
normal repression upon the children in 
the first place. Many teachers have as- 
sured me that pupils do not, as a rule, 
abuse such liberty if it is accorded 
them as a matter of course from the 
opening of school. But even if the

those in power. I feel that it is cer- 
tain that in results to the farmers it 
will be as disappointing and give as 
little relief as any piece of legislation 
ever passed which had for its an- 
nounced purpose the relief of any 
class. 

A tariff bill has passed the house 
and is now pending in the senate 
which gives protection to some prod- 
ucts of the farm and ranch, but, on 
the other hand, piles higher and 
higher the duties, and therefore makes 
much higher the prices that the far- 
mer will have to pay for every imple- 
ment and every piece of harness and 
every piece of clothing that he has to 
buy. As an example, a 10 per cent 
duty was put upon bides and a 20 per 
cent duty om shoes. 

Few farmers have cowhides to sell. 
but al! must buy shoes. For the 
average farmer there will be no hide 
to sell, therefore no money from.that 
s urce; but many pairs of shoes in 
th> eourse of the year must be bought 
for every family, and it may be a con- 
servative estimate it will cost every 
family $5 to each year from the 
tariff that has been put upon shoes. 
Aaother example—an additional pro- 
tective duty has been placed on sugar 
that, conservatively estimated, will 
cost the American consumer in the 
neighborhood of $300,000,000. 

When the regular session of con- 
zrexs convenes the committee on in- 
terstate and foreign commerce, of 
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of railroads has been introduced and 
will be brought up early. A measure 
to control interstate traffic in busses 
and trucks must be considered. 

The Interstate Commerce commis- 
sien in its far-reaching decisions by 
interpretation has, in my judgment, 
unjustifiably: subverted congressional 
intent as written in the transporta- 
tion act of 1920 and amendments 
thereto.

duret, was fatally injured today when

UNSEEN GUNMAN

Chicago, July 7.—(#)—Patrolman 
John J. Sweeney was shot and killed 
by an unidentified assailant on 
near North Side early today.

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“Wa FEAR DOMINATES 
PEASANTS’ CONGRESS 


Many Speeches Stress Like- 
lihood of Balkans Cre- 
ating Outbreak. 


Berlin, July 7.—(A)—Fears of an- 
other European war dominated the 
sessions today of delegates from all 
Europe who are preparing for a great 
peasants’ congress next January. The 
delegates all emphasized the dangers 
threatening the peasantry and discuss- 
ed counteractive measures. 


Bishop Fan Noli, former president 
of Albania, spoke on the ever-present 
war menace in the Balkans through 
the conflicting interests of Jugoslavia 
and Italy. which also involved France 
as the ally of Jugoslavia. 


Joseph Boisseau, of the French Con- 
federation Generale Des Paysans Tra- 
vailleurs (Peasant Workers Confeder- 
ation) spoke on the rapid industrial- 
ization of France with which agri- 
cultural development had not been 
able to keep pace. He said the grow- 
ing antagonism of continental powers 
would inevitably lead to a new out- 
burst unless a strong anti-war front 
was formed, 

There were no Russian delegates 
present. It was pointed out that this 
peasant movement had nothing to do 
with communism but chiefly aimed to 
protect the working peasantry which 
would be the hardest hit by another 
war. 

With the slogan “War Against 
War,” the delegates adopted a resolu- 
tion calling all the peasants of Eu- 
rope to unite against the imminent 
menace of another European conflict.

Distressing as it may seem to those true patriots who feel that the 
future of our land rests in the cauliflower crop, Max Sicgfried Adolf 
Otto Schmeling is destined to be the next heavyweight champion of the 
Also remember that since the fight the name is to be pronounced 
Schmayling, not Smelling, as used when applied to unpleasant odors. 

As a matter of record you can write champion de facto after the name 
of this young Prussian right now. It is not my custom to become prophetic 
concerning the cauliflower industry, because of the larcenous tendencies 
in it, but | am ready to predict that when Jack Sharkey (otherwise Josef 
Paul Cukoschay) meets Schmeling—always assuming that he does meet 
Schmeling—the garrulous gob, as he is called, will be knocked entirely 


For the benefit of the Six Hundred Millionaires and the other depend- 
ent upon the cauliflower crop, the victory of Schmeling over the Fiddler 
Crab of the Pyrenees was a life saver. If it had been a dansant like the 
Battle of What of It at Miami Beach, aid if Senor Paulino Uzcudun, the 
bounding Basque, had bounded through to a decision after the custom of 
Basques while bounding, Cauliflower Common on the stock exchange 
would have been dropped at least 20 points. 

As it turned out, there will be a strong bull movement in this com- 
modity. Consider the program. First, there will be the bout between 
Sharkey and Schmeling.

You will recall that when Jack Johnson confirmed his ownership of 
the heavyweight title by stopping Jeffries at Reno the clarion call went 
through the land for a white hope to bring back the title to the Nordics 
and the near-Nordics. It was this insistent call that brought Jeffries out 
of retirement—that and the record cash guaranty of $101,000. 

This time the call will be for Jack Dempsey to return and save the 
heavyweight championship for America. It will be even niore insistent 
than the call fora white hope, for though he was ever so brunet, Jack 
Johnson at least was an American. His ancestors may have come from 
darkest Senegambia, but Jack Johnson first saw the light of day near the 
Galveston docks—and not near the Spree. 

Mr. Dempsey has intimated that he will listen to the call to save the 
title for American democracy. All that he will ask in return is a million 
dollars in cash to perform this patriotic service. Judging from the feeling 
of those who shudder at the thought of the championship going 
where, it is a very reasonable request for an attempt to avert a national

The only catch in it is that it seems likely that Mr. Dempsey will not 
be any more successful in salvaging the title for the United States than 
Jeffries was in his attempt to save it for the Caucasians. But Mr. Dempsey 
will be able to put the million to good use. 


Schmeling and Dempsey. 


Schmeling has been compared to Dempsey. He looks a littl& like the 
Manassa Man Mauler about the brows, but there the resemblance ends. 
Dempsey probably is the most magnificently built athlete that evér strip- 
ped for action, a lithe and pantherish thing with a passion for his game, 
a fighter by build and emotionally a fighter. 

It strikes me that Schmeling fights with his brain, as Gene Tunney 
did. In action he is more like Tunney than he is like Dempsey. He has the 
look of concentration that is in the face of Dempsey when in action, 
minus that sinister kitling expression. He seems to fight without fashion, 
coolly, deliberately, like Tunney; and, like Tunney, he punishes them 
methodically and deliberately with an accumulation of beating rather than 


After the bout with Uzcudun, Schmeling explained that he hurt his 
hand in the fifth round when he hit the Basqwe on that little patch of 
skull, the only spot that the Basque with his fiddler-crab motion left ex- 
posed. This was not by way of apology, for Schmeling had the man from 
the Pyrenees as badly battered as a fighter could be and still remain on 
his feet.

Kansas City, July 7.—Though it 
will lack the international color of 
last year, when the British Walker 
cup team tried and fell, the west-

Doubtless both of these far west- 
erhers will compete this year, along 
with Don Moe and Dr. O. F. Willing, 
and other stars from the Pacific 
coast, while last year’s medalist and 
this year’s sefmi-finalist in the British 
amateur, Johnny Dawson, will _ be 
somewhere in the running. Doubt- 
less George Dawson and Gus Novotny 
also will be in a Chicago delegation 
along with Russell Martin, Ira _ L. 
Couch, Dexter Cummings, Rial Rolfe, 
Arthur L. Sweet, Chick Evans, Doug- 
las Casey and a flock of others. St. 
Louis will send Jimmy Manion and 
Dick Bockenkamp and others. Don 
Armstrong from Aurora will be there, 
probably Jimmy Johnston, of Minne- 
apolis, will enter, and altogether most 
of the good amateurs from Ohio west 
will be somewhere around when the 
boys start teeing off in the qualify- 
ing rounds. 

Like most well managed sectional 
tournaments the western is patterned 
on the plan of the national amateur 
championship. ~The field spends two 
davs playing a round a day im the 36- 
hole qualifying round, the low 31 and 
the champion becoming eligible for 
match piay.

While it is called 
a Chicago championship, it is open to 
women from all states in the western 
association and a larger and: better 
field than in the last few years mav 
be reasonably expected. 

The women play an 18-hole qualify- 
ing round, with 18-hole match rounds 
each day. But they have “side 
shows” each day, which add to the 
sport of feminine golf. In addition 
to the sixteen who qualify for the 
championship four additional flights 
of sixteen will qualify, and through 
the following days come best ball four- 
somes, driving contests, mixed four- 
somes and the like.

Columbia Crew Won 
First at ’Keepsie 


The Poughkeepsie regatta, the col- 
legiate rowing classic of the United 
States, was started in 1895, when Uo- 
lumbia won. The Columbia crew 
men again demonstrated superiority in 
the recent test over the stormy Hud- 
son four-mile test.

ciations., 

Confidence is now felt that some 
way to care for any temporary sur- 
plus of production will be found, and 
the fear of an acute or precipitate de- 
cline in any of the more important 
farm products seems to have passed. 

This new-born confidence may fos- 
ter commodity speculation, and it is 
a factor that should be carefully 
watched. 

The cheerfulness that is so wide- 
spread and pervasive has been reflect- 
ed in the distributive markets, and 
trade was remarkably active, consil- 
ering the Independence holiday.
